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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-12 and 32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Process claims 1-12 and 33-35 are ineligible because the methods are not tied 
to a particular machine or apparatus and do not transform a particular article. Thus, to 
qualify as a 35 U.S.C. § 101 statutory process, the claims should positively recite the 
other statutory class to which it is tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that 
accomplishes the method steps. As presently recited, the claimed steps plainly read on 
a person/human (network manager/operator) manually, mentally, verbally, visually 
and/or aurally performing the claimed steps. 

Regarding claim 32, the invention does not fall within at least one of the four 
categories of patent eligible subject matter: process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter. The present specification fails to mention or specify what 
constitutes a computer readable medium . Computer storage media may include, but is 
not limited to, RAM, ROM, EEPROM, flash memory or other memory technology, CD- 
ROM, digital versatile disks (DVD) or other optical storage, magnetic cassettes, 
magnetic tape, magnetic disk storage or other magnetic storage devices; however, 
intangible media such as electromagnetic waves are non-statutory. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-38 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Rosa, Boltz, and Thibert et al. all teach aspects of 
providing service for long distance wireless calls.
